1 . This action is issued in reply to applicant's Request for Continued Examination filed 
7/15/04. 

2. Claim 1 was amended. No claims were added. None were deleted. 

3. Claims 1-28 as amended, are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. Claims 1-14 and 22-28 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Gardner(US Pat. No: 5,758,327) as addressed in the OfTice Action of 10/28/03 and 

further delineated below with reference to the sole amended claim. 
******************************************************** 

5. (AMENDED) As per claim 1 Gardner teaches a system(col 2 line 66-col 4 line 6) 
comprising a user(companies Fig 1/12/14/16) and a vendor(vendors Fig 1/24/26/28) 
coupled by a communication system(Fig 1/10/30/32) and a method for performing an 
electronic transaction between the user and the vendor comprising establishing by a 
user an order list including at least one item to be obtained from the vendor(Fig 
2/40)(col 5 line 62-col 6 line 12) and then submitting the order list to the vendor over the 
communication system(Fig 2/52)(col 7 lines 12-31) col 3 lines 18-24)(col 6 lines 35-38), 
and then receiving the list by the vendor(Fig 2/52)(col 7 lines 12-31) and then making 
the list available to the user through the real time connection with the vendor(col 7 lines 
35-39) (col 3 lines 26-27)(Fig 3/46) and then establishing a real time connection 
between the user and the (col 4 lines 56-60)(col 6 lines 47-49) vendor and then 
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enabling the user to review and approve the vendor received order list during the real 
time connection(Fig 2/54)(col 4 lines 32-48)(col 9 lines 14-18). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. Claims 15-21 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Gardner(US 
Pat. No: 5.758.327) in view of Shane(US Pat. No: 5.793,972) for the same reasons as 
given in section 4 of the Office Action dated 10/28/03. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's sequencing is delineated in the Gardner reference(col 2 line 66-col 4 
line 6).These steps include establishing buy a user an order list(col 2 line 66-col 3 line 
4) and submitting the order list to the vendor over the network(col 3 lines 18-24)(col 6 
lines 35-38), then receiving the list by the vendor(col 3 lines 26-28), then making the list 
available to the user(col 3 lines 26-27)(Fig 3/46) and then establishing a real time 
connection between the user and the vendor(col 6 lines 47-49) and finally enabling the 
user to review and approve the vendor received order list during the real time 
connection(col 9 lines 14-18).
